Tum- 
bling seas, and “a wind like a 
whetted Icnife’, that drove flects of 
tiny ice-Bergs from Bell Sound across 
our path, and made us cut sharply 
to the west in search of open water, 
But even storm-clouds have — their 
merits, and now the midnight sun, 
sagging Iow in the northern sky, had 
a Jurid splendour which it lacked in 
the serenity of the preceeding nights. 

But enough of personal reminis- 
cences! And now, with your per- 
mission, a few remarks of a more 
general character, on'the geography 
and the history of Spitzbergen. 

The whole archipelago of Spitzber- 
gen has a total arca of 25,000 sq. 
miles, or, if comparisons are helpful 
nbout the same os Scotland, of 
Ceylon, or Tasmania, ‘ , 

‘A fnet of vital importance. to the 
life of Western Europe Js that be- 
tween Greenland and Scandinavia 
there is what the geographers call o 
“Guilt of warmth.” The prevailing 
winds and ocean currents carry 
equable conditions far into the Polor 
regions. ‘Thus Hammerfest in the 
north of Norway, 300 miles north of 
the Arctic Circle, {s an open port all 
the year round, Contrast with, say, 
Vindivostock which though In the, 
latitude of the Riviera, is kept open 
during the winter months only by 
the. persistent use of Ice~brenkers, 

Spitzbergen should naturally—if we 
go by latitude only-——be smothered in 
eternal ice, But during most sum- 
mers its southern and western consts 
ore entirely ice-free, and pleasure 
eruises can reach to within 600 miles 
of the Pole, No other region of the 
world in such a_high latitude is so 
accessible us Spitzbergen. But oa 
place may be accessible without at- 
tracting visitors.. And it should be 
of interest to indicate how and why 
this remote archipelago came within 
the ken of mariners and traders. 

To understand fhi¥: fully we must 
Indulge in a big digression, and go 
back. in thought'a thousand or even 
two tMousand years. In classical 
times: there was undoubtedly some 
trade between the Far East and th: 
Far West. Chinese silis, and works 
of art, reached the palnees of the 
Caesars, But in thelr vast Journey 
they passed through many hands, and 
no single trader knew much besides 
his’ own link.in. the long economia 
chaln. 

Not till the 13th Century of our era 
did travel between the extremitles: of 
the Eurasian Continent become fea-

Spitzbergen in 1036 wus because 
Marco Polo came to China in 1275, 

And what of to-day? Those re- 
mote islinds have now been pretty 
thoroughly explored and surveyed. 
Their economic wealth in wholes and 
furs though now’ reduced ‘to a 
minimum, may be revived under 
judicious conservation. 


Their mineral wealth Is substantial, . 


and includes: asbestos, coal, copper, 
vzypsum, oll-shale, ron, mica, zinc. 
Of these, coal comes eusily first in 
importance, and the annual export 
now reaches half a million tons. 
This gocs almost entirely to Norway, 
which now receives from its: own 
Arctic. possessions what used to come 
mainly from the Tyne and the Forth. 
The presence of coal, in the polar 
regions opens up interesting specula- 
tions on the‘geological history of our 
earth, and lends support to the theory 
of “Continental Drift", for which Pro- 
fessor Wegener of Vienna is mainly 
responsible, : 


Aerial Exploration Base 


On thése days of alrships and acro- 
planes, Spitzbergen has’ acquired a 
new importance as a base for aerial 
exploration of the Arctic Ocean, Tho 
earliest attempt was that made by the 
Swede Andree as far back as 1897. 

He and his companions went off 
from Danes Is. Spltzbergen, in a 
balioon. Having no motive power, 
and no steering power, they were 
entirely at the mercy of the winds. 
"Tt" Was hardly surprising “that: they 
simply disappeared into the unknown. 
It is much more surprising that In 
$930, 33 years after this disappear- 
ance, the remains of the party, to- 
gether with an Interesting journal, 
were discovercd on White Island, In 
the extreme N.E, of. the Spitzbergen 
archipelago. : . 

In May 1925 a party, Jed by Am- 
Ynundsen and Ellsworth, sect out from 
King's Bay, in two Dornier fiying- 
boats, They failed to reach the 
North Pole, but safely returned after 
hair-breadth escapes. 

In the summer of 1026, the Itallan 
dirigible “Norge’’, with Ammundsen, 
Ellsworth, and Nobile sn command, 
sailed from King's Bay, passed over 
the North Pole in 28 hours, and con~ 
tinued safely across the roof of the 
world to;Alaska. 0 

1 have already made mention of 
Nobile's Inter attempt in the ill-fated 
alrship “Italia”, tn 1028, The ship 
{tself was lost, with several of the 
crew, but some, including Nobile 
himself, were rescued after crashing 
onthe sealce. - 

It was in a noble effort to ,rescuc 
Nobile’s party that Ammundscn, 
prince of polar explorers, met his 
end. . On Jearning of the wreck of the 
“Jtalla”, he set out by neroplane'from 
Tromsof, Norway, meaning to make 
King's Bay in one hop, He never 
renched Spitzbergen, and no trace of 
him has ever yet been found.

multilateral ‘agreement. It Js under- 
stood that the United States Govern- 
ment have replied on similar lines, 


To the representations mode to 
them on the subject of the settlement 
at Amoy by His MeJesty’s -Ambas- 
sador at Tokyo the Japanese Govern- 
ment have replied that the landing 
was an emergency measure, but that, 
as the landing party had largely 
reallsed their alm, they were alrendy 
effecting a gradual withdrawal.

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VISIT TO SPITSBERGEN 
Instructive Address To Rotary 
Club By Prof. Brown 


A treeless but green and’ fertile land in the summer months 
where good henlth abounds and the hospitals once built for the 
sick, by carly settlers have ‘become derelict for want of patients, 
was the Impression of Spitsbergen gathered from nn instructive 
address given to Hongkong Rotarians yesterday by Rotarlan W. 
Brown, of the Hongkong Unlversity, at the weekly mecting of the 
Rotary Club. : oe 
. Though far to the north of Iceland and only a few hundred 
miles from the North Pole, Spitsbergen contains much animal 
und plant life, said Prof. Brown, It is now becoming an 
Important aeronautical station besides being rich in’ mineral 
wealth, so

kong. 

Rotarian Brown sald: In the sum- 
mer of 1036, when I was home on 
leave, I trented myself to tu holliday 

- erulse that included Iceland, Jan 
Mayen, Spitzbergen, North Cape, 
and the Norwegian. Fiords, On Junc 
29, 1927, Le, almost exactly two ycars 
ago, I inflicted upon this Club. a talk 
on “Iceland,” which some of you many 
possibly recall, To-day my theme Js 
the stiil more remote Jond of Spits- 
bergen. : 

What I saw with my own cyes 
there might well provide material 
for a talk of the usual twenty 
minutes, or even much longer, but of 
course the significent facts nbout any 
country are not to be gathered In a 
lightning raid. 1 shall therefore 
mention my own ‘experiences merely

the’ skua gulls, and, very especially, 
the arctle terns. Presumably there 
were nests somewhere on the sodden 
ground over which we trudged, 
though none were vicible, for the 
terns flew round our heads, scream- 
Ing deflance, using the most indecent 
bird-blasphemy .you ever heard, and 
viciously attacking any whose heads 
were not well-protected. 

At Jeast a dozen passengers came 
back to the ship with bleeding scalps 
or faces, As most of us had no wea- 
pong other than cameras or field- 
flasses we could not effectively re- 
talinte, and ndopted perforce a policy 
of non-intervention. . 

It js claimed for these arctic terns 
that they migrate annually all the 
way from the Arctic - to the 
Anarctic,—this — being the only 
way in which they can satisfy both 
thelr love of cold (within limits) and 
hatred of. darkness. How _ they 
manage to make the journey passes 


miles into the loose array of drifting 
pancakes, and many of us would have 
grently enjoyed the expericnee. But 
Capt, Mites, with the welfare of 600 
soulg to account for, would take no 
chances, and we had to be content 
with a cruise along the fringe of the 
ice-feld, 

It seemed an excess of caution, but 
the justification fot it was the re- 
flection that the ideal weather we 
were enjoying might suddenly change. 
One of the ship's officers told me that 
in a previous summer two cruise- 
shipy, one British and one German, 
renched the ice-ficld at the same time 
and place, under clear skies and over 
the smoothest ‘of seas. 

The British ship halted on the 
fringe. The German ship went on, 
penctrating the drift-ice for several 
miles. Then it stopped, the band 
played “Deutschland uber Alles,” and 
the rest of tho arctic night was spent 
in song and dance, But while the 
merriment went on the weather 
changed. 

A breeze sprang up; the ice-floes 
jammed against one another and be- 
came one continuous sheet; fog came 
down; and the cruise-ship was a pri- 


jsoner behind five mlles of solld ice. 


It stayed there a fortnight, in fact 
until rescucd by a Soviet ice-breaker, 
By that time food supplics were run- 
ning short, and the beer had tong 
been finished! ©

Had 
the polar seas been open water we 
might have reached the North Pole 
itself In 35 or 40 hours of casy steam- 
ing. But there's the rub. The Arctic 
Ocean is not open, It Is a frozen pond 
of salt’ Water, and -about-11-p.m.-we 
came to a halt on the cdge of the 
mighty barrier. 

No towering [ce-bergs here, for 
such have their birth only on land, 
but just an endless array of flat floes 
of frozen sea-water. Most .of the 
pleces we gazed on under the ampic 
light of the mid-night sun were only 
a few square yards in area and Inok- 
ed Innocent cnough.

No Trees 


There are no trees in Spitsbergen, 
—unless you use’ terms very freely 
and apply the word tree to the ercep- 
ing arctic willow, which never’ rises 
six Inches above the ground, ‘But 
In surprising abund- 

ance: huttercups, saxifrages, cam- 
plons, arctic poppies, ond odd spe- 
tialised-forms- of -brillianthugs _for. 
which I, being no botanist. had no 
names, 

"In some of the inland valleys, be- 
yond the compass of our flying trip, 
-there are real meadows, with grasscs 
and sedges ond flowers in abundance. 

‘The botantcal ‘survey. of Spitsbergen 
hos been rather fully done, and over 

130 species. of flowering plants have 

been recorded, besides several hun- 

dred species of moss and lichen. 

You will be less surprised to hear 
that bird. ie is abundant. Few of 
us who Innded at King's Bay that day 
are likely to forget the sandpipers,

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I had. the satisfaction of sending a 
greeting to the members of this Club.

On our return voyage 
cruised along the rugged western 
coast of Spitzbergdn; and on the

But next day how different! Tum- 
bling seas, and “a wind like a 
whetted Knife", that drove flects of 
tiny ice-bergs from Bell Sound across 
our path, and made us cut sharply 
to the west in search of open water. 
But even. storm-clouds’ have — thelr 
merits, and now the midnight sun, 
sagging, flow In the northern sky, had 
a lurid splendour which it lacked in 
the serenity of the preceding nights, 

But enough of personal reminis- 
cenees! And now, with your per- 
mission, a few remarks of a more 
general character, on the geography 
and the history of Spitzbergen. 

The whole archipelago of Spitzber- 
gen has a total area of 25,000 sq. 
miles, or, if comparisons are helpful 
about the same as Scotland, of 
Ceylon, of Tasmania. 

A fact of, vital importance to the 
life of Western Europ 
tween Greenland and Scandinavia 
there is what the geographers call a 
"Gulf of warmth.” The prevailing 
winds and ocean currents carry 
equable conditions far into the Polar 
regions, Thus Hammerfest in the 
north of Norway, 300 miles north of 
the Arctic Circle, is an open port all 
the year round. Contrast wi 
Vindivostock which though in 
latitude of the Riviera, is kept open 
during the winter months only by 
the persistent use of ice-breakers, 

Spitzbergen should naturally—lf we 
go by latitude only—be smothered in 
eterna) ice. But during most sum- 
mers its southern and jvestern cpiists 
are entirely ice-free, and pleasure 
crulses can reach to within GOO miles 
of the Pole, . No other region of the 
world in stich o high, intitude Js so 
accessible us Spitzbergen. But a 
place may be necessible without at- 
tracling visitors.

Nelther valour on the battlefield 
in Germany's cause nor a claim to 
eminence In the record of German 
art, science and Nterature is admitted 
as 0 passport of escape from the ban. 

Four . hundred thousand people, 
hunted and pursued, wait only for 
the hammer to. fall, 

The world does not stint its 
sympathy. Human distress calls forth 
a full measure of human comfort. 
But the Jews themselves have a 
richer consolation than any which 
Gentiles can provide. ‘ < 

It Is to be found in the | story 
of thelr people which they have 
carried with them ever since the 
Oriental became a European. It is 
the story which has sustained them in 
the pogrom and given solace in the 
hours of darkness. 
“They can turn to the great docu- 
ments of their history and religion to 
read a story of triumph over in- 
tolerance, 

Near by the gates of the Palace of 
Shushan sat Mordecal. He was a 
Jew,"and around him were gathered, 
too, the other servants of the king. 

Down the palace steps came the 
Prime Minister, Haman, He'was the 
mightiest man in the kingdom, and 
ns he swept through the gates the 
king's servants would bow and scrape 
before hlm. Only Mordecal, the Jew, 
refused to Jift his hat as the Prime 
Minister passed. : 

That was the beginning of a per- 
secution which was to rage across all 
the 127 provinces from India to 
Ethiopia which obeyed the edicts of 
the Palnce of Shushan. For Haman 
was wild with anger. 

He sent out letters to all the 
provinces decreelng that on a certain 
day all the Jews of the land, men, 
‘women and children, were to be 
killed and thelr treasure looted to 
fill the King’s coffers. 

“And for Mordecai a gallows was 
prepared fifty cubits high. 

Everything was zxeady for the 
fatal day. Haman had the taste of 
vengeance. on his lips. The Jews 
arrayed themselves In sackcloth and 
ashes, ‘ 

But, like other Prime Ministers, 
Chancellors and mighty rulers, he 
was to find that revenge would 
recoll on the persecutor. For the

the horror, And on the day of 
reckoning {t was- not. Mordecai: who 
climbed the steps to the gallows, 

From such rich memories os this 
the Jews of Germany con draw fresh 
courage.. They would not bow before 
National Soclalism.

You 
come to the United ‘States 
knowing about it, and you go to 
Washington for the first time 
faintly irritated by. the know- 
lodge that you are expected to, 
fall under the President’s spell. 
You nurture secret opinions and 
doubts + you distrust these his- 
trionic displays, 


You then find yourself falling 
flat on your face. In spite of 


_ {his dreadful reputation of being 


likeable, you like the President. 


He comes from the strata of 
socicty to which’ the words 
country gentleman” - belong. 
If he had been English he might 
have been found living in a fairly 
large house on a trim estate in, 
say, Leicestershire; the product 
of a good school and of Oxford 
or Cambridge, moneyed but not 
rich, the head of a large and 
active family a “county” figure 
who had ‘gone into politics. 


His’ social. background in 
America is impeccable, and this 
fact has some bearing on the 
ferocity with which he.is hated 
by some of the Best People here.

The President i" a Liberal, 
holding views which in England 
would be graded as, if not 
Conservative, at Ieast mild and 
unrovolutionary. In the United 
States, where employers keep 
stocks of machine-guns and 
tear-gas bombs for use if their 
workmen should atrike, and 
where it is possible to ruin a 
politician’s career by calling him 
a Radical, the President’s 
Liberalism shocks and frightens 
the aristocrats. -They call him 
“That Man.” ; 


From the top (meaning Wall 
Street) down to small business- 
men, who exhibit the char- 
acteristics of boy scouts follow- 
ing their patrol leaders, there 
has spread an earnest phase of 
Roosevelt-hating. But ao sub- 
stantial majority of the country 
continues to love the President. 


The country's attitude to him 
at this moment is something 
outside all previous political ex- 
perience. The New Deal, the 
creed for which the President 
stands, has just been defeated 
and weakened at the elections: 
and almost ‘simultancously the 
President’s own popularity’ has 
sharply risen, 


-After six year's of office the 
‘President stands head ‘and 
shoulders above his own party 
and even above his own politica. 

There are various explanations 
for it. One is ‘that while the 
country fs tiring-of the Roosevelt 
‘domestic policy it increasingly 
admires the Roosevelt foreign 
policy. Another is that this is 
jjust a triumph. of personality.

Spitzbergen in 1936 was because 
Marco Polo came to China in 1275. 
And what of to-day? Those re- 
mote Islands have now been pretty 
thoroughly explored and surveyed. 
Thelr economic wealth in whales and 
furs though now reduced to a 
minimum, may be revived under 
judicious conservation. . 
Their mineral wealth is substantial, 
and includes asbestos, coal, copper, 
typsum, oll-shale, iron, mica, zinc. 
Of these, coal comes casily first in 
importance, and the annual export 
now reaches half a million tons. 
This goes almost entirely to Norway, 
which now receives from its own 
Arctic possessions what used to come 
mainly from the Tyne and the Forth. 
The presence of con in the polar 
regions opens up interesting specula- 
tions on the geological history of our 
earth, and Iends support to the theory 
of “Continental Drift", for which Pro- 
fessor Wegener of Viennn is mainly 


| responsible. 


Acrial Exploration Base 


*On these days of airships and acro- 
planes, Spitzbergen has acquired +o 


‘new importance as a base for aerial 


exploration of the Arctic Ocean. The 
carlicst attempt was that made bythe 
Swede Andree as far back as 1897. 
He and his companions went off 
from Danes Is., Spitzbergen, In a 
balloon. Having no motive powcr, 
and no steering power, they were 
entirely at the mercy of the winds. 


_—It.was-hardly surprising: that they 


simply disappeared into the unknown. 
It is much more surprising that in 
1930, 33 years after this disappear~ 
ance, the remalns of the party, to- 
interesting journal, 
were discovered on White Island, in 
the extreme N.E. of the Spitzbergen 
archipelago. . 

In May 1925 a party, led by Am- 
mundsen and Ellsworth, sect out from 
King's Bay, In two Dornier flying- 
boats. They falled to reach the 
North Pole, but safely returned after 
hair-breadth escapes, - R 

In the summer of 1926, the Italian 
dirigible “Norge”, with Ammundsen, 
Elsworth, and Nobile In command, 
soiled from ,King's Bay, passed over 
the North Pole in 28 hours, and con- 
tinued safely across the roof of the 
world to Alaska, 

I have already made mention of 
Nobile’s later attempt in the ill-fated 
airship “Italia”, in 1928. The ship 
itself Was lost, with several of the 
crew, but some, Including Nobile 
himself, were rescued after crashing 
on the sca ice.

Nobile’s party, that 

prince of polar explorers, 

end. On learning of the w 

“Italia”, he set out by aeroplane from 
Tromsof, Norway, meaning to make 
King’s Bay in one hop. He — never 
renched Spitzbergen, and no trace of 
him has ever yet been found. 

1 have on various occasions been 
asked: “Is Ufo really _ tolerable in 
Spltzbergen, especially during the 
rigours -of-an arctic winter?" 

Well, those’ who  have- made 
trial’ ‘of it report that, with 
reasonable precautions, health need 
not. suffer. Scurvy, the old 
enemy of all arctic exploration, was 
not due to the severe cold, but simply 
to. malnutrition, And modern know~ 
ledge of vitumins has robbed ‘it~ or 
Its terrors.

OF COTTON 


Berlin, June 6, 

A new textile programme, greatly 
Umiting the use of cotton, will go 
into force on July 1. 

After this date it will be forbidden 
to use any cotton in’ the manufoc- 
‘ture of paper or: boolr bindings;-or-in 
eloth- for women's clothes, or in 
upholstery, curtains, ete. 

The programme provides for the 
inereased manufacture of stable flbre 
and rayon, and {In order to improve 
the quality of these ‘products, cheap 
quality material will be discontinued, 

This step is necessitated by the 
throttling of cotton imports which Is 
due principally to the complete cii- 
mination of the American market, 

Considerable quantities of .cotton 
will still be imported by Germany, 
and in the meantime the Reich is
